LonpDon, December 15. 
S the news of the 
capture of Henry M. 
Stanley and Emin 
Pashi by EI Mahdi is 
now fully believed, 
itis creating intense 
interest respecting 
the motion which 
comes up next week 
asking the Govern- 
ment for fuller in- 
4% 1 formation regarding 
their Soudan policy. Lord Randolph Churchill 
is prepared for a vigorous attack on the Gov- 
ernment, and will insist on their hoid- 
ing Suakim, despite the protests of many of 
the best authorities on the eubject, who agree 
that itis a grave mistake of Great Britain to 
continue a government there which is detesta- 
dle to the natives. 

It is suspected in circles expert in Soudanese 
matters that the true secret of half the Soudan 
troubles lies in a géographical mistake. It 
is assumed in all British official minds that 
the Soudan belongs geographically to 
Egypt, despite the fact that nature 
has done all she possibiy can to keep 
the two ocuntries apart. Five hundred miles 
of desert have been spread out between Egypt 
and the Soudan. The Nile, it is true, runs 
through both but it is made up of an almost 
continuous series of cataracts, which place a 
barrier between the sphere of influence of 
Cairo and that of Khartoum. 


THE GATE OF THE SOUDAN. 

„„The natural outlet of the Soudan,’’ said 
Gordon, ‘is by the route from Ber- 
ber to Suakim.’’ That is to say 
the gate of the Soudan opens not into Egypt 
but into the Red Sea. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment, under the constraint of necessity, has 
abandoned the Soudan and the great delt of 
desert bas asserted its influence. But Suakim, 
which was protected from Arab assault by the 
efforts of two great expeditions of English 
troops, has not been given back 
to the natives. The reasons for — are not by 
any means clear. 
It has been alleged 
that Suakim in Arab 
hands would be an 
outlet for slavers. 
But one or two 
swiftcruisers in the 
Red Sea would stop 
All slave trade with-// 
outthe necessity of 
holding Suakim. 
Though Suakim has: 
been held the slave 
trade has not deen 
stopped. The fact Henry M. 8 
is that Suakim la so situated that it commands 
the passage of the Red Sea. It would be an 
awkward place for a naval depot and coaling 
station belonging to s power unfriendly 
to Great Britain. Ite ts a wretched 
harbor, and most unhealthy place so that no 
English Government would like to make wee 
of it for the purpose of the British navy. Ac-

THE SUAKIM POLICY To BE SETTLED. 
Lord Salisbury held a private interview of 
protracted duration with the Queen this after- 
noon manifestiy with the object of paving the 
way for a ministerial council at Windsor 
on Monday, when the Suakim  pol- 
lcy of the Government will be 
Gefinitely settied. Mr. Smith’s answer 
to Lord Randolph Churchill in the House of 
Commons this afternoon foreshadows this 
and also attests the certainty that Lord Salis- 
dury has resolved to make a determined fight 
against the Tory-Democrat leader if not 
against his entire line of argument with refer- 
ence to the new Egyptian campaign. The 
Premier has already gone so far that 
he cannot afford to risk «a change of 
tactics, and the Queen’s sanction of his pro- 
gram me is absolutely 
necessary to the car- 


rying-out of ite de- 
talls, which cannot 


be deviated from on 

the strength of the 

enemy’s documents. 

The fact that Osman 

Digna’s letter was 

addressed to the 

Christian Governor 

of Suakim is porten- 

tous, however, and 

indicates that he is 

Salisbury willing to treat d- 

rectly with the English, entirely ignoring the 

Egyptians in the transaction. There is no 

doubt that England alone can arrive at definite 

terms of peace, and Osman Digna, who is 

half European himself, unquestionably favors 

such a conclusion of hostilities. The only 

complication involved in this mode of settie- 

ment is the fact that England is specific- 

aliy pledged to maintain the supremacy of 

the Khedive, but even this obstacie may be 

surmounted by diplomacy or chicanery. 

Anyway, Lord Salisbury will attempt to solve 

the problem and extricate England from her 
dilemma on Monday. 

MR. COLES’ VIEWS. 

Mr. John Coles, the Librarian of the British 
Geographical Society, expresses his belief in 
an interview this afternoon that Stanley tsa 
prisoner in the hands of the Mahd!. This 
theory, he asserts, is the only one 
accounting for Staniey’s long silence. The 
Mahdi ie friendly to the Zanzibaris and the 
fact that he assumed renders it likely that 
Stanley and Emin were surrounded in their 
stockade by the natives until their provisions 
gave out when they surrendered to the Zanzi- 
baris to save thelr own lives and were turned 
over to the Mahdi for a oonetdération. 

The Tory press Giligently throwtag 
doubts upon Osmfan Digna'’s story, and in 
doing so are possibly preparing the way of 
the Goverument to an anti-slavery crusade in 
the Soudan, which they expect to popularize 
their warlike efforts and possibly enlist the 
active assistance of Prince Bismarck, in view of 
the German complications in Zanzibar. This 
theory is plausible in connection with the 
fact that Germany is earnestly seeking an ex 
cuse to vigorously push her claims to territo- 
rial domination in East Africa, covering the 
most productive part of the soll of that re- 
gion.

COST OF THE ENTERPRISE. 

Reliable estimates say that sixteen out of 
the twenty-two members of the committee 
are opposed to the bill, threé favorable and 
three others neutral, But some new depart- 
ure is inevitable.

Of course, a mere blockade is not of much 
avail, butan advance into the interior is a 
matter demanding very serious thought.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., December 15.—The 
steamer City of New York brought the follow- 
ing advices:

TROUBLES AHEAD. 

The importance given to the question of 
BLarne’s position under the Harrison ad- 
ministration, the howl raised by hungry 
partisans for an immediate and total 
sweep of the spoils, and the conflicting 
claims put forward for Cabinet recogni- 
tion are so many reminders that the 
scratch viotory which has put Republican- 
ism in power has brought with it more 
danger than the party with ita narrow 
margin of supremacy can afford to meet. 

BLAINE is a white elephant presented to 
Hakrison by the Chicago Convention. If 
he goes into the Cabinet he will fix on the 
Republicans the responsibility of having 
elected him when they voted for Han- 
Rison. If he does not go in it will bea 
confession that HARRISON is too smalla 
man to stand the contrast of BLAINrE’s 
towering presence. 

The howl of the spoilsmen puts Har- 
RISON in another dilemma. If he faith- 
fully respects the civil service law he must 
expect to be torn in pieces by the clamor- 
ous horde who are gnashing their teeth 
outside of the pale of office. If he yields 
to their demands he must take thé conse- 
quences of repudiating all that has been 
done in the way of establishing a genuine 
civil service reform. 

His financial policy can be only a choice 
of difficulties. There is an irreconcilable 
difference between the Wall street idea 
and the Western idea of Treasury man- 
agement. If Harrison lets Wall street 
runthe Treasury he must cut loose from 
the West. Ifhe calls a Western man to 
the Treasury he will alienate the iuflu- 
ences which furnished the funds for his 
campaign and carried New York for 
Banker MORTON. 

These are merely three troubles among 
the many which await the new adminis- 
tration upon its entrance into office. 
They portend failure for any attempt of 
the Republican party to satisfy the de- 
mands of the country and they herald a 
coming triumph for the principles of tax- 
reduction, tariff reform, economy in ex- 
penditures and control of the Govern- 
ment by the people.

DRAGGED FROM I. THE GLARE : 
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RECOVERY OF THE BODY OF 1 2unpD 
VICTIM OF THE HAWES TRAGEDY. - 


The Dead Child Foand Weighted With Ran- 
road Iron—Hawes Thought to be Feign- 
ing Insanity—An Interview With the 
Prisoner—The Jail Guards Increased— 
Excitement Subsiding.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 15. 


UST before noon the 

dead body of Little 

Irene Hawes, the sec- 

ond daughter of Dick 

Hawes, the alleged mur- 

deier of his wife and 

childaen, was dragged 

mt from the bottom of the 

lake at Lakeview. The 

= face of the dead child 

was remarkably natural 

and the resémbiance to 

Little May Hawes, the 

older sister, who met a 

similar fate in the 

waters of East Lake, was 

very marked. There 

were some slight bruises 

on the face, very similar to those on the face 
of her sister May. 

The theory was suggested by many that 
she, too, had been chloroformed shortly be- 
fore her body was thrown int the water. It 
was evident that the child had passed through 
some very trying ordeal just before her death, 
for in the intensity of ner suffering 
she had caught Aer lower lip between her 
teeth and bitten it entirely through. The up- 
per part of the baby’s body was covered with 
a brown woolen sack and two light 
under-garments, but the lower part 
was entirely exposed. Her lower 
limbs were covered with black stockings, 
similar tothose worn by hersister. On her 
feet were a pair of new button shoes. 

NO MARKS OF VIOLENCE. 

While the body was Filing on 
bank Dr. J. O. Dozier made 
a hasty examination of the remains. 
He said that he had discovered no injuries on 
the person of the girl, except those on her 
face, which were trivial. The majority 
of the searchers after the body 
of Ireue Hawes has favored 
the impression that she was not to be found” 
in Lakeview nor in East Lake. They believed 
that her body had been hid in the woods. 
Detective Kiernan and Deputy Sheriffs 
Truss and Robbins have not been of 
this belief, however. From the 
Arat they claimed that both Mrs. Hawes 
and Irene had been thrown inthe lake. The 
discovery of the body of the former on Satnr- 
day last verified their prediction in one in- 
stance, and that exerted a more earnest effort 
to find Irene in the same place. 
For seven days they searched and 
dragged about the water. Permission was 
gotten from Dr. Caldwell to empty the lake, 
and for three days the water has been steadily 
—.— off. Tue fact that the bottom when 

disclosed was covered with stam and logs, 
and the realization that none of these had been 
struck by the hooks during the dragging 
encouraged these gentlemen to believe it was 
2338 for the lttle girl’s body to be in the 
ake in spite of the fact that their hooks had 
been drawn almost all over the entire bottom. 
Yesterduy morning the bottom was e 
with the exception of two or three holes,some 
of only a few yards in diameter, some larger. 

THE BODY FOUND. 

At the hour at which the body of Irene was 
foutd Deputy Sheriffs Truss and Robins were 
in a Doatin the center of one of the largest 

ools, which is about thirty feet southw of 

he island, and about thi ty. toet 
west of the spot where the mother’s body 
was found. In striking around in the water 
Mr. Robbins’ hook struck into something, and 
he pulled it to the surface. It was the v of 
the lost baby. When the body had been 
drawn into the boat it was found that she had 
been weigh down to the bot- 
tom with heavy irons of the 
same character as those which had 
been attached to the body of ner mother, and 
which are known as curve braces. There are 
two of them attached with ropes in front of 
her chest, and her body had, of course, fallen 
face downward and lay that way at the bot- 
toum The rope had first Deen tied around — 
girl’s neck, brought around to the rear, e 
ried under the shoulders and tied to the 
weights under the chest.

THE DOCTOR GOT THE CASH. 


The Sad Experience of Mrs. Mowry With a 
Pardon Broker,

TOPEKA, Kans., December 15.—Dr. U. B. 
Hughes, for several years editor of 
the Alma News, one of the prominent news- 
papers ofthe State, was arrested to-day on 
the charge of embezzlement, the charge be- 
ing preferred by Mrs. Rhoda Mowry of Ark- 
ansas City, who claims that she was defrauded 


out of.$5,000. The case grows out of the cele- 
brated Mowry murder, which occurred about 
‘One year ago at Arkansas City. Henry Mowry, 
a prominent young druggist, the son of Mrs. 
Mowry, who makes this complaint, 
became infatuated with & married 
woman in Arkansas City, and asked 
her to elope with him. This she refused 
to do and Mow became so enraged that he 
attempted to kill her by deliberately shooting 
through the window into the house in which 
she resided, The peopie in the 
neighborhood became very much ex 
cited and a crowd followed Mowry. 
A mechanic named Smith was at 
the head of the crowd, and was deliberately 
shot down by young Mowry. He was convict- 
ed of murder in the first degree and sentenced 
to be hanged, and is now a prisoner inthe 
Penitentiary, where he will remain for life 
unless —— by the Governor. Mrs. 
Mowry charges that in March last Dr. Hughes, 
the defendent in this case, came to Arkansas 
City and represented to her that he had in- 
fluence with State officials, and that if he was 


furnished enough money he could secure a 


ardon for her son. He told 
er that it would require $5,000 
to fix the matter with certain officials. She 
hesitated about the matter, and told him when- 
ever the pardon was secured she would pay 
the money afterwards. He wrote toher that 
it would be necessary to have the oe in 
advance, and assured her thatit would be 
only a question of a short time 
when the pardon would be secured. She was 
willing to do anything to liberate her son, and 
having faithin Hughes she mortgaged her 
property for $5,000 and 
amount in cool cash to the doctor. 
She alleges that the doctor assured her he 
would have the pardon by a certain date, and 
so confident was she that he would fulfill his 
romise, that at the time set by Dr. 
ughbes she came to Topeka and 
brought her son’s clothing with her be- 
Meving he would be bere when she arrived. 
In all these transactions she was bound 
to secrecy by Dr. Hughes. Finally she came 
to the conclusion that she had been imposed 
upon, and now claims thatthe whole scheme 
was one to defraud her. She alleges that Dr. 
Hugbes has 
securing a pardon for her son and that he 
still holds the money which she gave him.

SMUGGLED OPIUM.

A Large Lot of the Oriental Drug Secured 
After a Hard Fight.

Port Huron, Mich., December 15.—Last 
July Collector Charles A. Ward got informa- 
tion that there was a large consignment of 
opium in Sarnia, Ontario, and he has had men 
watching it since that time.

The customs 
officers patrolled the bench and 
finally saw the schooner sail back 
toward Sarnia. A search was then made for 
the opium, and it was found that the smug- 
— ad eluded the officers and landed the 
rug near Port Hope. A close search 
followed and the opium was found in 
charge of one man. This was last 
. The four officers approached the 
shanty in which the * was stored and 
finally made a rush for it. The simugglier 
came out and aedesperate battle followed, 
Several shots were fired. The smuggler was 
twice knocked down and one of the

leg After a running fight 
lasting nearly an hour, the smuggler dropped 
his arms and, running like a deer, made good 
his escape. The opium is valued at about 
$20,000, and was brought from Vancouver 
British Columbia, through Oanada, and 
has been at Sarnia or some time. 
It was supposed that Labelle, the famous 
opium operator, who recently escaped from 
the United States officials, was engaged in the 
present enterprise, but the customs officials 
ussert that this was the work of anotber gang.

A NEWSPAPER MAN SUICIDES. 


Life’s Burdens Too Heavy—He Craves a 
Soldier’s Burial.

Last night he went to the hotel where 
he was in the babitof stopping, paid fora 
room and chatted very pleasantly with Man- 
ager Dyer. At noon Mr. Dyer entered his 
room and found Parmidge was dead. Ina 
lass on the bureau were the remains on the 
audanum which he had probably taken. On 
the floor were scraps of paper—parts of a let 
ter which he had evidently been 
dissatisiied with and had torn up. Onthe 
bureau were four letters, one to N. E. Eisen- 
lord, the business manager of the News, 
another to C. K. Dyer of the Hotel Willard, 
one to Edwin Clarke, Esq., of West Midway, 
Mass., and a last one to the Postmaster of 
West Midway, Mass. The last- named place 
Was the home of Mr. Partridge, and he had 
worked on papers there, on the Boston Herald, 
on Chicago papers, on the Detroit Free Press, 
and locally. 
He was about 40 years old and a very versa- 
tile writer. The fact that he was out of work 
and without much ready money was the 
cause which probably ied to suicide. The 
body will be shipped to his home in Massa- 
chusetts after the examination. In his letter 
to C. M. Eisentord he wrote: 
The burden of my life has become too 
reat for me to bear.

A SENSATIONAL FAILURE CASE. 


The Intricacies of Jurisdiction Followed by 
Startling Assertions in Chicago.

CHICAGO, III., December 15.—The Lindauer 
failure case, which turned the County Oourt 
upside down for a month, produced another 
sensational incident to-day.

THE GRAVE OF REVIVALS 


DR. MATTHEWS’ SENSATIONAL SERMON 
OREATES A STIR IN RELIGIOUS CIRCLES. 


Why St. Louis Is Avoided by Evangelists and 
What These Preachers Think of the City— 
Prominent OClergymen Discuss Dr. Mat- 
thews’ Utterances—The Reason Why St. 
Louisians Canny be “Stirred.’’ 


SUBJECT of much 

yan gossip of late among 

the Methodists of the 

city isthe peculiar and 

eccentric style of 

preaching in which 

Dr. John Matthews of 

the Centenary has 

been indulging. The 

staid Methodist folks 

who have worshipped 

‘at Centenary Church 

ever since the war, 

and who were acocus- 

tomed to the sober, 

serious, solemn style 

of preaching, charac- 

teristic of Rev. W. V. Tudor, who was the 
pastor for twelve years, and of Dr. J. W. 
Lewis, who occupied the pulpit in the inter- 
vale when Dr. Tudor was changed, under the 
Methodist custom, have not found the wit and 
peculiarities of Dr. John Matthews easy to 
accept. While the new membership and the 
crowds who attend service there every Sunday 
seem delighted with the peculiar preacher, 
many of the older members have been very 
slow to fall in with the new order of things. 
This is the third year of Dr. Matthews’ rector- 
ship, and while be has been quite novel and 
singular in his style of preaching ever since 
he took charge of the church, the people have 
beer — lately at bis startling earnestness 
‘ness of speech. He has seemingly 
aroused as never before. As the 
* * ave increased from Sunday to Sunday 
2 layed more and more of his Irish 
thodist fervor, till he bas wrought 

to a pitch of en- 
equal or greater than 
that which nas heen manifest In 
Centenary Church during the several great 


revivals which have been held there. 

Last Sunday nightthe spacious auditorium 
and gallery was crowded before the pastor en- 
tered the pulpit. The multitude seemed to 
animate him so that befairly lost bis usual self- 
possession in the pulpitand seemed determined 
to stir things. In the course of a short but 
fiery sermon he made many cutting and per- 
sonal remarks, at times surprising everybody 
and producing a sensation all over the churob. 
He said he had just received a letter from a 
Presbyterian who had been attending his serv- 
1ces, in which the good brother 
expressed the opinion that the 
preachers are so much overcome by the 
orowd that they donot make any efforts to 
save souls. 

‘* YOU ARE GOING TO HELL.’’

sidered that for a city of its size St. Louis 
has the largest Catholic community of 
any in the country. We haven’t the 
floating population here that some 
other cities have and the strangers 
are frequently the ones who accelerate popu- 
lar movements. Another thing that plays its 
art is the topography of St. Louis. The city 
s spread over a large area instead of being 
compactiv built, as other places are. ‘People 
do not rub together as much, they do not 
ather in crowds as often. In Chicago you 
nd crowds on the streets all the time; you 
never see them here. The spirit ofa large 
assemblage does not develop here as it does 
elsewhere. Still, with all this, I think the 
evangelists have been about as successful 
here as they have been in most other places. 
We, of St. Louis, like the people every 
other place, Isuppose, are prone to exagger- 
ate what occurs elsewhere. The news of 
Jones’ work in other places comer to us 
magnified and when we see the same work 
here we depreciate it. Hammond was very 
successful nere and his work in St. Louis was 
as much talked of in the East as Jones’ work 
in other places has been here. Evangelists 
are abandoning the large mass meetings 
everywhere, however, and confining them- 
selves more to work inthe different congre- 
gations or in some two or three congregations 
Instead of large public meetings. They find 
better and more lasting results. The con- 
versions the evangelists make are not always 
permanent. I don’t take much stock in 
the conversion of masses. The idea that two 
or three men are going to convert the whole 
world has been given up. Ifthe world is con- 
ver it will be by the workof the whole 
chufch. lam always willing to take part in 
any meeting that will attract the attention of 
the people to religion, but 1 have never given 
up one of my regular services for one of them 
because I think 1 am called to do my own 
work and because I think that if the regular 
services are not held the tendency is to de- 
moralize and disorganize the congregation. I 
have had additionsto the church in the times 
of revivals, but generally when we held the 
meetings in our own church. 
REV. B. M. MESSICK 
ofSt. John’s Methodist Church said: ‘‘I bave 
really been here too short a time to know much 
about the results of evangelical work in St. 
Louis, but I have not observed here any lack 
of spirituality, more than in other cities, which 
would would account for a liack of enthus- 
iasm. Ithink there is a smaller Protestant 
population here, in proportion to the size of 
theplace, than in some other cities. In Louls- 
ville, where I have been, there is a 
large Protestant population and, I believe, 
the evangelists are very fond of going there. 
Ihave never entered very heartily into that 
kind of work. I have never had but one 
evangelistin my church. That was Harrison. 
Still, I believe they do good, for I frequently 
find religious people who have been turned to 
the church by an evangelist, and often people 
ofa class that you would not expect to de in 
fluenced by them.’’ 
DR. JAMES d. MERRILL 
of the Delmar Avenue Congreyational Church 
said: ‘‘I do not know the reason, but it is a 
fact, that St. Louis is a terribly bad place for 
evangelists. They fail here, and they have 
dome to dislike tne city. Moody says 
it is the worst place he ever preached 
in and most of the others 
agree with him. Hammond did succeed 
here and some of the best church members in 
the city were brought into the church by his 
preaching. What the cause ofthe apathy is I 
do not know. Thereisone thing I have no- 
ticed about evangelical work, however. It is 
not wing in thie country, in fact it is de- 
Clining. There are 1 few ofthe leading 
evangelists here now. Moody is working on 
the Pacific Coast and Jones and Small are 
here, but about all the others are in En- 
land or Irelana. They have gone away 
rom here. I think one reason Jones 
failed was that he adopted wrong methods. 
He went to the Music Hall and whaoked at the 
churches when the churches w not there 
to hear him, then he went out"In the West 
End, to the churches, and whacked at the sin 
down-town when down-town wasn’t there to 
hear him. It he had reversed his process I 
think he would have done better. 
REV. JOHN r. GREENE 
of the Grand Avenue Baptist Church was 
asked why 8t. Louis was a poor field for 
evangeli work. ‘‘Idon’t think it is, he 
replied. ‘‘I think it isa good one. Iam an 
evangelist myself and so are the otber preach- 
ers aud that is the reason that when one is 
hired for a special occasion he doesn’t 
do much. In St. Louis the ministers 
have the spirit of evangelical work, and they 
evangelizeevery Sunday. There are different 
methods in other places. In Louisville, for 
example, * have a special neta once a 
year when they receive members. ere we 
receive members every Sunday and when the 
evangelist, who is astranger, comes here he 
hasn’t such a field to work in. We work by 
making our people work, and we are con- 
stantl receiving members who are 
brought in by members, so you sse there 
is a great number of evangelists working here 
in St. Louis all the time. y church has two 
missions, and at times we go down to them 
and hoid meetings. We bring the strangers in 
and make them feel that they are a part of us 
and weapartofthem. We go to see them and 
go among them, and in that way we do evan- 
elicali work that has good results, but 
he conversions which are made in 
these large meetings are not always 
permanent. In fact there is only a certain 
Class of people to which they do good--those 
who have confessed Christ to themseives but 
have not been firm enough or arene Stone 
to make their pudlio confession. e large 
meeting, the excitement and the spirit of the 
revival makes them come out and deo 
their faith, and then they are good church 
members from that time forward. But 
the other converts do not keep 
to thelr religious declarations and for 
this reason every man of common sense 
knows in his heart that he ought to be a 
Christian, but he is surrounded by the sins 
and pleasures of the world and he basn’t suf- 
ficient strength of character to tear himeelf 
away from them—and the religion of Ohrist 
isthe only thing that gives aman character;

PULMONARY MISCHIEF 


THE CHIEF CAUSE OF MORTALITY IN THE 
POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Dr. George Homan’s Report on the Phys- 
ical Condition of the Force—More Than 
Half the Deaths in Eighteen Years From 
Consumption—The Tendency to Over- 
Weight—A Remarkable Showing. 


HE report of Medical Ex- 

aminer George Homan 

which was recently sub- 

mitted to the Board of Po- 

lice Commissioners con- 

tains some interesting facts 

in regard to his examina- 

tion ofthe physical condi- 

tion of the 476 members of 

the police force. The work 

¢ wasiconducted on the same 

general principles, and in 

accordance withthe rules 

observed in the previous 

examination as regards method, measurement 

rating, to., the benefit of any doubt in 

every case being given to the Department. 
Dr. Homan says: 

„A definition of the existing circumstances 
‘and physical conditions in each case, which, 
in the exercise of my best juddment and dis- 
crimination, determined the classes into which 
those examined fell, was offered at the time 
the results of the former examination were 
submitted, but it may not be out of place to 
repeat it here, as follows: The term good was 
used to designate one whose age was under 
45 years, who was sound in all vital organs 
and functions, and temperate in his 
mode of life; having, perbaps, 
some minor imperfections, but able to per- 
form intelligentiy and well all the duties, 
routine and extraordinary, to which his call- 
ing subjected him. Fair denoted one whose 
age was above 45 and whose physical powers, 
after a good record, had somewhat passed 
their full vigor and activity without showing 
evidence of serious impairment or disease in 
any vitalorgan or function; or one under 45 

yho exhibited only general signs of lowered 
constitutional vigor and lessened activity, or 
liability to physical failure, under ordinary 
strain, due to or following imperfect recovery 
from illness or injury legitimately contracted 


or received in the discharge of official duty. 
Doubtful comprised those of any age who 
manifested a degree of physical deterioration 
and whose record might show considerable 
time lost through sick leave; or those in whom 
appeared indications of impending disability 
or serious disease. Also those whose 
weight ergatiy exceeded a proper rela- 
tion to e height without accom- 
panying implication of any vital 
organ. Unsound indicated those undoubted 
enfeebling constitutional taints, and certain 
evidences of serious diseases or imperfection 
of important or vital parts or organs. Also 
who plainly showed the effects of over-indul- 
gence or excess of whatever «ind. In the 
class bad were those who by disease or injury 
were unfitted for the performance of ordinary 
police duty. 
THE RESULT 

of the examination was as follows: Percent- 
age of good, 7.85; 1 ot good to fair, 
30 88, percentage of fair, 35.92: fair to doubt- 
ful, 10.92; doubtful, 9.87; doubtful to unsound, 
2.94; unsound, 1.89; unsound to bad, .00; bad, 
21. The total rated fair and upward, 353 per 
cent, to grand total, 74.15. Total rated below 
fair, 123 per cent, to grand total, 25.84. 

Dr. Homan then continues: 

‘*The mortality record of the department 
for the last ten or more years taken in connec- 
tion with a study and analysis of results 
reached by the former ‘examination, together 
with the ascertained tendency of police life 
toward producing impairment of breathing 
capacity, especial! mn those new in the 
service, satisfie me some time 
ago that pulmonary mischief con- 
stitutes a principal weakening cause operat 
ing among the members, and that especial 
note should be taken of anything indieating 
beginning or actual deterioration in this di- 
rection. Accordingly in the conduct of the 
examination great care was exercised to as- 
certain the condition of the lungs, and the 
same degree of care was observed in taking 
the measurements of the chest. 

CHEST EXPANSION. 

The extegt of respiration (inspiration and 
expiration) was as a rule abridged at both ex- 
tremes—this is chest expansion and contrac- 
tion—and 1 have been unable to satisfy myseif 
fully as to the cause of this, but am incline 
to think that difference of season plays some 

artin it, asthe first examination was made 

neummer, while the last one was made in 
cold weather. Thisis only a surmise, how- 
ever, as I have consulted authorities in phys- 
lology without being able to Aud 
any expression in regard to possible seasonal 
influence upon respiratory capacity. Should 
further investigation prove thetruth of the 
conjecture, it would r constitute a 
new fact in the physio ony of human respira- 
tion. I am now engaged in further study and 
comparison of the results of both examina- 
tions, and hope in a supplemental report to 
be submitted at a later date to develop this 
int more fully, and make it 
Plain to the eye by means of charts op 
raphio representation. Of course if it snould 
mé apparent that the decrease of free 
lay of chest is physiological, and not a por- 
nt of disease, those who suffered in rating 
on this account would be entitied to credit for 
the assumed shortage, and reparation in grad- 
to correspond. 
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decedents from this disease for the period 


stated was a little over 41 years 
(41.20), while their average years o 
service was somewnat above 10 (10.94). 
If the men appointed members of this force 
have always been selected with reference to 
physical fitness and soundness (as is presum- 
ably the case) such a melancholy showing 
constitutes a serious indictment of routine de- 
partment methods; for the fact stands out 
with emphatic clearness that in a chosen body 
of men, alarge majority of whom are in the 
prime. of lite as regards age. the 
death rate from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis amounts to more than one- 
half@of the total mortality from disease. 
The significance of the fact stated may per- 
haps be more fully realized when it is remem- 
bered that during the last eighteen years in 
this city, as shown by the official records of 
the Health Department, among all classes 
and conditions of people the deaths from con- 
sumption amount only to between 10 and 11 
per cent. of the total mortality, while 52.30 is 
the corresponding percentage among 
policemen. Those members of the 
force who died of lung diseases other 
than consumption lived to an average of over 
48 years (43.83), their average length of 
service being about one year more than the 
consumptives, while it is a fair inference that 
the duration of their fatal illness was much 
shorter. Indeed, inthe case of consumptive 
members ofthe force there is, in a majority of 
instances, usually not less than a year of more 
or less complete disability or invalid- 
ism preceding death, and the loss 
of efficient service to the department, 
thus incurred, together with the individual 
expense and suffering are points not to be for- 
gotten in this dismal picture. For if the fore- 
going statements are true, and correct deduc- 
tions nave been made, past experience justi- 
fies the expectation that about half of all 
tifose who join the St. Louis police force and 
serve ten years will sieken and die of con- 
sumption soon after reaching 40 years of age; 
and this probability with the added contin- 
gency of being shot or otherwise injured aads 
nothing,to the cheerfuiness of this form of 
employment.

‘By Telegraph to the Post-Diararon. , 
EW YORK, Decem-

igeon fanciers’ show held at the American 

netitute a fortnight ago. Great interest is 
taken in the sport of pigeon flying by all 
classes and sexes in Europe. In Beilglum the 
sport is in full progress all the year around, 
and every spring races of the aerial messen- 

ers are indulged in. Almost every village in 

élgium boasts of its lofts. It is estimated that 
there are upwards of 1,200 pigeon clubs in the 
Netherlands alone. 

To Belgium is due the eredit ot many new 
devices forthe carrying of letters by these 
trained messengers of the air. In that country 
many methods of transmitting a message are 
employed. Sometimes it is tied to the tall 
feathers, afashion that is common in this 
country, A new device, however, that has 
gained popular favor among the pigeon-flyers 
of Belgium is that of writing the message on a 
piece of strong tissue paper, which is wrapped 
around the pigeon’s leg and secured either by 
a piece of gummed paper, a bit of thread or a 
fine elastic band. By this method the free 
movement ofthe bird is unimpeded, as the 
weight is slight and the bird in its flight car- 
ries its legs up under the body, protecting the 
message from wind and rain. 

In England there has been a great deal of in- 
terest taken lately in the sport of pigeon fly- 
ing, and many noblemen, whose former boast 
were their fast horses, are now boasting of 
their swift homing birds. In that country the 
best of stock is to be obtained and the best of 
care is taken of the birds. The description of 
a gentleman's loft which was printed recently 
in a London newspaper showed that these 
birds were indeed fortunate. Another Euro-

ying is Russia. Every week there is a public 
race between distant villages for prizes 
donated by the trade people. A visitor to a 
small country village of Russia thus describes 
hie visit: “I awoke the morning of 
my third day’s stop in the village, and 
from my hotel window could see 
the —— moving about holding 
small pigeons in their hands.

THE TENDENCY OF THE MODERN SCHOOL 
OF ACTING, 


And the Comedian’s Claim to Fame—Mr. 
Crane’s Reply to M. Coquelin—The Char- 
acter Actor Is the Actor ofthe Futare—A

AL W AYS5S feel some-

Taking the view that one of the 
masters of my art has recently taken, if the 
newspapers can be trusted, namely, that the 
fame of the comedian is evanescent and van- 
ishes when he disappears from the stage, while 
that of the tragedian lasts for generations, 
there is, I think, all the more reason for the 
poor comedian to make the most of his oppor- 
tunities and place himself on record, as it 
were, On every possible occasion; then possi- 
bly he may carve his little niche

not as so-and-so the eminent actor—but as so- 
and-so who was always getting his name into 
the papers. Seriously speaking though—and 
I began, I think, by sayMmg that I meant to 
speak seriousiy—there is something to 
be said against M. Coquelin’s argument, 
if I have rightiy understood it, much 
credit as it may be to his modesty. I freely 
grant that the great names of the past are 
more often associated with tragedy than with 
comedy, but at the same time I think that as 
the world grows older it day by day becomes 
more grateful to those who touch the gentle 
and more human strings of the histrionic lyre 
and holds those more fondly in its memory 
who have provoked laughter) than tears.

THE COMEDIAN AND TRAGEDIAN. 
Imake no special pleader’s argument for 
that branch of our art to which I have devoted 
such small talents as I have been gifted with, 
but it seems to me a pity that the Comic 
Muse who requires of her followers even more 
thorough devotion than her Sister Tragedy 
does of hers, who forces them to rely more 
on thelr art than on their personality, should 
to the casual reader at least seem to have been 
flouted. Ido not pretend to be a devoted 
student of the classics, but in a translation of 
‘*Horace’s Episties’’ I came across a passage, 
which, as it bore directly on my profession I 
jotted down. Here it is, andthough it was 
written hundreds of years ago it is as true to- 
day as when the Latin poet penned it: 
’Tis thought that comedy, because its source 
Is common life, must be a tning of course: 
Whereas there’s naught so difficult, because 
There's nowhere less allowance made for flaws. 
This, it seems to me, draws a wise distinc- 
tion and one which, if properly considered, 
accounts for the popular love for comedy. 
It is the SSS on the stage of real men 
and real women, of every-day motives, of 
common —— if you will, but common 
places which are only useful as defining char- 
acter. Itis also,I think, the differentiation of 
character, as it were, which marks the time 
between the two phases of acting. The tra- 
gedian deals with the broad emotions of bu- 
manity and does not concern himself 
outward characterizations., 
it seems to me, would 
as terrible an example of 
of jealousy; he could be made 
equally as striking a victim of misplacea 
confidence, were hea Venetian instead of a 
Moor, were he short instead of tall, ill-pro- 
ortioned instead of well-bullt. Take from 
alstaff on the contrary his fat paunch and his 
double chin and half the man is gone, in more 
senses than one. You have robbed him of in-

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THREE GREAT WOMEN OF FRANCE, 


Dora d’Istria, the Marquise d’Aoust and 
the Duchess de Galliera.

PARIS, December 8.—A woman of great talent 
and generosity and universally regretted ig 
Dora d’Istria, Princess Koltzoff-Massaisky, 
who only a few days ago died in Florence, the 
city of her choice. Not often does a woman 
of princely origin, educated according to the 
old traditions, become a champion of new 
ideas and an apostle of progress. But Dora 
da’ Istria’s liberal mind was ready to accept all 
noble sentiments, and it was she who foresaw 


the great beneficial changes that were to come 
to Greece, to Russia, to the countries border- 
ing on the Danube. Those who tor the past 
thirty years have read her articles in the 
Italian, Belgian, Greek and Swiss journals, 
have understood her faith in the ultima 
righting of all wrong, the necessary progre 
of bumanity. 

Princess Koltzoff-Massalsky, nee Princess 
Helene Ghika, was known to the world as 
Dora d' Istria, a name inspired by the ancient 
name of the Danube. ‘‘Ister,’’ Daughter of 
Michel, brother of Gregoire 1V., Hospodar of 
Wallachia, Princess Helene descended from 
George Ghika, who came to the throne of 
Moldavia in 1668. Her mother, from whom she 
inherited great talent, was tbe first woman 
who ever wrote in Roumanian, and about the 
time of Helene’s birth at Bucharest, in 1829, 
Princess Catberine transiated and published, 
with commentaries, Mme. Campau’s work on 
the education of women. Helene Ghika’s edu- 
cation was superintended by her father, an 
arch@ologist of distinction, and by Pappa- 
dopoulos, another archmologist, to whom 
Helene dedicated one of ner books, Oriental 
Women. When Helene was 12 year

So 
firm is this belief that at one time it is said 
that it was so difficult to secure men to work 
in the mine that it almost seemed that the 
company would be compelled to shut down. 

; A HAUNTED MINE. 

All miners are superstitious; quité as much 
so as sallors. The underground workings of 
an old mine which has been abandoned are 
always rather weird places. By the faint 
light ofasingle candle in the 4 oom all ob- 
jects have an indistmet an —— 
appearance. Old stoves and underground 
chambers have a musty smell from decaying 
timbers. The latter, covered with a white, 
woolly fungus, have dulged and broken by 
the pressure of the settling ground, and now 
aod then one hears creaking and crackling 
immediately overhead, while fragments of 
rock drop from the roof. It is no wonder that 
superstitious miners have peopled these 
places with gnomes and pixies, or in pro- 
saic Leadvilie, with plain, ordinary ghosts. 
In the Mikado there has been an unfortunate 
series of accidents at various times, 
by which several miners have lost 
their lives. 80 the superstitions 
of the miners have brought it aboutthat the 
ghosts of the dead men now travel it. There 
are sald to be two of them in the Mikado, both 
having been seen, more often in the first level 
ofthe mine than in any other part. Miners 
working in the mine say that the ghosts are 
not in the habit of making any particular row, 
but that they — curious noises, and are 
altogether unpleasant strangers to meetin a 
deserted drift or stope.

ANOTHER WAY OF SHOOTING 
the canvas-back that is not so much in vogue 
as some years o, was to use the battery or 
sink bo This is a lung, narrow box, large 
enough to contain a man and his s. It was 
made water-tight and was loaded down with 
some heavy material such as iron or rocks, 
80 as to bring its edges close to the water. 
From its edges extend flaps working on 
hinges. These flaps should rise and fall with 
the waves, thus preventing the water from 
coming in on the shooter. Upon tne sides of 
the box and tor ten or fifteen yards out the 
decoys were strung and the shooter was lett 
in the box, his companions hiding away ina 
boat a half a mile or so off. The ducks, see- 
ing, as they suppose, another flock of ducks 
in the clear water, will readily draw and come 
within easy gunshot. The sink-box is an un- 
wieldy machine and has to be towed out to its 
place and back in. Its use is gradually 
going out and, like the swivel gun, it will soon 
be laid upon the shelf as unsportsmapilike. 
Another methed of shooting the ducks is 
toling. A spot is selected where the edge of 
the shore slopes off abruptiy,for the birds wil! 
not approach the shore except by swimming, 
and where the water is very shoal to permit 
them to come within say fifty yards. Many 
are skeptical in regard to poy & but it is an 
undeniable fact that it can be ne; the curi- 
osity of the canvas-back duck as well as 
other water-fowls is great enoughto cause 


them to be attracted to the shore by 
some unusual proceeding that does 
not at the game time alarm them. 
The shooter gets in his position unseen, and 
then gives the signal to his well-trained dog, 
who should be of a reddish or brown duli 
color, to gambol before him up and down the 
shore; first to the right, then to the left, for- 
ward and back time and time again, until at 
last the attention of the ducks, which are 
probably 100 yards away, is attracted. Pres- 
ently they form ranks and with head raised 
high up swim slowly in toward the dog. It is 
a remarkable fact that they can be attracted 
within gunshot by this means. 
THE BABITAT 
of the canvas-back duck is not confined to the 
Chesapeake by any means, although he is 
found in these waters and the Delaware Bay 
in larger quantities and in better condition 
than any other part of the country. The can- 
vas-back, after feeding upon water grasses 
and fish, becomes a ve ordinary bird. 
Then ite flavor is not any er forthe table 
than any other duck. Itis occasionally shot 
in this vicinity by St. Louis sportemen, who 
find it down on the St. Francis River. Tnere 
is much confusion and unnecessary argument 
as to the difference between the canvas-back 
and the red-head duek. Both of these birds 
flock and feed ether and itis almost im- 
possible for even the epicure to tell the differ- 
ence in flavor when h birdgare served 
together. The distinctive: arks between the 
two birds should not lead to confusion, for 
the male species of the canvas-bacx has a 
head and neck of a rather deep chestnut color 
but on the back the white predominates, and 
the biack lines are faint and considerably 
broken up. The tris is red and the bead is 
shorter than the bill. The length of the bird 
is about 0 inches. The canvas-back duck is 
well distributed through the whole of North 
Awerica, and ranks as one of our sea ducks. 
THR MALLARD. 
Western sportemen and shooters generally 
have a respect for the mallard, as ho

THE FIRST PEBP AT THE MIKADO’S PRIVATE 
LIFE. 


Something Thet Hes Never Been Done Be- 
fore—Bow Muteahito Locke, Talks and 
Eate—His Daily Life—The Empress—The 
Crown Prince.

OKIO, November 

10, 1888.—I have just 

had a most remark- 

able journalistic ex- 

perience.

"~~ _ty-five years ago, if 

successful, it would have been death to the 
chamberlain and imprisonment to me. At 
that time it was treason to name aloud the 
personal name of the Mikado. In writing it, 
it was against the law to pen the name in full, 
and one of the strokes or letters had to de left 
out. No one except the wives of the Emperor 
and his highest ministers ever saw his face. 
His divine features were never unveiled to the 
public gase. Kept in the seclusion of his pal- 
ace at ta, he was revered as 
a god by the people and when 
he went abroad in the city he rode ina 
closery-curtained car drawn by bullocks. His 
sacred feet never touched the earth, and when 
he died it was supposed that he would enter 
the company of the gods. He was at this time 
the Emperor of Japan, but he was only 4 nom- 
inal Emperor. The Commander-in-Chief of 
the Imperial army, under the title of the Sho- 


gun, administered his affairs, and these com- 
manders-in-chief, who succeeded one another 
by hereditary descent, bad for generations 
usurped the real authority of the government, 
while they thus kept the Mikado in a sort of 
lass case and held him up asa spiritual 
rather than atemporal ruler. He had ali the 
titles and plenty of reference. His power, 
however, was limited to the control of bis 
wife and his twelve concubines, andthe Sho- 
guns kindly relieved him ofall the duties of 
an Emperor. They managed his treasury, 
made the laws, governed the country and ate 
up the taxes. 
OVERTHROW OF THE 8HOGUN. 

This state of things went on for hundreds of 
years. A feudal system grew up under it. 
The lords of this system became enervated by 
luxury and the chief officers under them, 
about twenty years ago, organized a revolu- 
tion to give back to the Mikado his real 
power. The present Emperor was then upon 
his throne. He was just 15 years old. The 
revolution was successful. The Shogun was 
overthrown andthe Emperor was taken by 
the revolutionists to Tokio and deciared Em- 
peror in fact. This was the beginning of the 
progressive movement in Japan. The young 
Mikado came cut of hie curtained seclusion 
and before the court he promised that 
changes should be made in the Empire; 
that a deliberative assembly should be 
formed; and that all measures should 
be decided by public opinion. He 


promised that impartiality and justice should 
be adopted as a basis of action, and that in- 
tellect and learning should be sought for 
througbout the worid in order to establish the 
foundation cf the empire. It was upon this 
basis that the new government was founded, 
and since then thousands of Japanese have 
been traveling over the world seeking the best 
of all kinds for Japan. Since then many of 
the old customs have been thrown away. 
Railroads, telegraphs and schools have deen 
established. Intercourse with other nations 
bas been kept oP: and the Mikado rules the 
new Japan. If lam correctly informed, heis

he keeps himself well informed as to his in- 
vestments.

The House- 
hoid Department ie as much a part of the 
Japanese Government as is our Navy or 
Department of Wer a part of the United 
States Government. It has to do with all 
matters relating to the imperial palace and to 
the Mikado. It prescribes the osremwon ies and 
attends to all matters connected with the life 
of the Emperor and the Empress. It bar a 
board of chamberlains, a board of ceremonies, 
a department which takes care of the Em- 
ror’s horses, and one which has charge of 
the imperial sepuichre, It contains a bureau 
ofnine imperial physicians, and I note that 
Prince Iwakura is and master of the 
lunperial kitchen and its cooking. It was at 
the royal housebold department that I held 
* interview with the court chamberlain. 
@ sat for two hours together and chatted of 
the Emperor’s habits. ‘‘His Majesty, said 
he, is a very studious man. He rises early 
and breakfasts at7orSso’cloek. Ile uses the 
knife and fork in eating when he takes foreign 
food, and he adopts the chop-sticks at his 
Japanese dinners. He eats ata table and sits 
upon chairs. He varies his meals, sometimes 
taking foreign food and sometimes Japanese. 
He e fond of meats and has a well-trained 
Japanese cook to serve them for him. It ls 
not customary for him to eat with the Em- 
ress, and he usually eats alone. After break 
ast is over he goes to his stady, and here at 
9 o'clock he receives such ministers of state as 
have matters to reportto him. He knows his 
ministers and understands the departments 
over which they are placed. His audiences 
with them often last until 12 o’clock. Atthis 
hour be returns to his own room and takes his 
lunch. This usually consists of fish, meats, 
bread and wines. . He is a good eater and likes 
good wine. 


WHAT HE READS. 

„After lunch His Majesty spends some time 
in reading the newspapers and books. All of 
the leading Japanese newspapers come to his 
palace and he watches closely the current of 
public opinion. Many of the newspapers are 
marked, and tn the case of the fore papers 
of Japan the more prominent articles are 
transiated for him. cles in New York, 
London and Paris papers, which bave a bear- 
ing upon Japan, are also translated and 
banded to

pers as "s Weekly and the 

hic are regulerly translated for 

the Emperor, and he looks over the pictures 
and reads the articles relating to them in the 
Japanese translation. He thus keeps posted 
on what is going on the world over. After 
reading he takes his exercise, and his dinner 
comes in the evening. Sometimes the Em- 
ress dines with him, and at times the little 

rince, who is the heir to the throne, has a 
seat atthe table. Both have, however, their 
separate establishments. he dinner is 
served in table a’hote style and with all the 
at oy accompaniments.’’ 

Want are the Emperor’s favorite exer- 
cises?’’ I asked. 

„He is especially fond ot horseback rida- 
ing. replied the chamberlain. ‘‘He has 
about three hundred borses in the royal mews 
and be sits a horse well. He has a big race- 
track In the greunds of the new palace and he 
is much interested in horse-breeding as weil 
as in horse-racing. He attends the races in 
Tokio and in Yokohama, and he is very fond 
of watching his nobles 4 polo. This game 
is often played inside of the palace grounds, 
and His Majesty often hunts deer and wiid 
pigs on his royal preserves. 

HE SHOOTS WELL,

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HOW POWDER MILLS BLOW UP.

A Maine Man Relates a Thrilling Experience 
—Other Incidents. 


From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 

Whoever will invent a way to. work powder 
with less danger to those so employed will 
confer one of the greatest boons on human 
ity.The thing may appear to be impossible now 
but a way has been found over apparently in- 
surmountabie difficulties in other flelds of 
labor. The story of the Gambo powder mills is 
one ofthe most terrible in Maine’s history. 
Only one person now lives who can to the full 
appreciate ite horrors, and that is Mr. Clinton 
B. Hooper, who enjoys the unique distinction 


of having pasged througha powder mill ex- 
plosion at Gambo alive. He isan old man 
now and penny biind, He knows the suffering 
vaused by the loss of friends in this way, too, 
as nis son was killed in the same mill a few 
years after his own dreadful experience. He 
gives the following account of an expjosion, 
as seen from the inside: ‘‘The first thing I

who iza very good talker, the visitor hears 
more startling facts in fifteen minutes than 
can be fully appreciated for a month, The 
visitor comes away with the conviction that 
everybody except himself is engaged in 
‘‘shoving the queer. 

Counterfeiting has assumed such immense 
proportions that, with the exception of two, 
every plate made by the Government and 
every die for the making of coin has been du- 
plicated by ingenious counterfeiters and 
without any exaggeration it may be sald that 
for each honest note there is a false one made. 
Of this vast number of counterfeits it is easy 
to believe that every man or woman in the 
habit of handling even a small amount of 
money in the course of a year has one or two 
pass through bis or her hands. They are 
bandied frequently without a suspicion of 
their ‘‘queerness,’’ for even experts are puz- 
zled to detect them from the genuine in many 
cases. 

A thousand-doliar bond plate has been so 
cleverly and accurately counterfeited that 
the only way the worthless bonds could be 
detected was by comparing the numbers 
with the numbers on those of the issue 
which could be accounted forand destroy- 
ing the duplicates. This ig the nest counter- 
feit ever made, and was done by Charlies 
Smith, who made the original plate for the 
Government. When the work was taken 
out of bis hands, unlike the dusky Moor, he 
refused to admit his occupation gone, but re- 
produced the plate, and went into the bust 
ness for himself. It took him three years to 
make the plate, and when be was captured he 
bed very nearly two hundred thousand of 
the bonds in various stages of completion. 
Five- dollar notes are the most frequentiy 
counterfeited, and after them come the 
twos, notes of such small denominations de- 
ing easier to pass than larger ones. 

COUNTERFEITING 16 A SCIENCE, 
and if the care, study and artistic ability 
necessary to it were turned into an bonest 
channel it would gain a livelibood and very 
often a fortune for the criminal. But it seems 
to have an irresistible fascination that grows 
by what it feeds on. A day rarely passes that 
an arrest is not made by agents of the Secret 
Service, and, strange to say, the culprits are 
generally foreigners, and of these the major- 
ity are Italians, with whom counterfeiting 
seems to be an inherent of their nature. The 
counterfeiters rarely work alone; usually with 
a gang, with which there is generally a vo-

Only one 
can lay claim to much beauty, and she isa 
dark-eyed French dressmaker arrested as an 
accqn) ofacounterfeiter found in New- 
ark, N. J. She managed to get clear on 
that charge, but was discovered to be a thief 
and an adventuress. There are the pictures 
of two exceedingly pretty little giris, evidently 
of Polish extraction, who were thought by the 
jnage too young to know anything of crime, 
ang were released with their mother, while 
the father was tried and sentenced. Scarcely 
two weeks after their release they were re- 
arrested fur passing bad money, and they are 
now in the Reform School and their pictured 
faces adorn the Government rogues’ gallery. 

SPURIOUS COINS 

are more easily made than notes, but they can 
generally be more easily detected; still there 
is a counterfeit silver dollar in existence that 
has the ring of the.true metal and it would 
puzzle many a man to detect it. One device 
for counterfeiting a nickel is shaped like a 
nut-cracker, except that the blades come to- 
ether. Two nickels can be made in it at one 
time. Good nickels are used in getting the 
impression, and are saved and recast as soon 
asa good mould ig secured, so there is no 
waste. The milled coins are difficult to make 
on account of the expense of a millin 
machine.. The poorer adventurers use a so 
of hand mill or rasp, and are obliged te cast 
the coin with a metal handle to bold it by, for 
with the rasp it must be milled while soft 
and conseguentiy hot. The handle is 
broken off and that part milled where 
it joined the coin, this defective edge otten 
leading to its detection. Not content with 
counterfeiting the currency, there even are 
men who eounterfeit agents of the Secret 
Service, and devise all sorts of badges settin 
forth that they aresuch. Quite a coliection o 
these bogus badges has been made, yet, 
strange to say, a correct copy of the genuine 
badge has never been discovered, They are of 
alls and shapes, and most of them a great 
deal more ornamental the genuine, which 
is a very simple affair.

How the Settlement Got Its Name—Its Loca- 
tion and the Advantages It Offered Con- 
trabands During the Late War—Indian 
Stories Connected With It — Houses a 
Century Oid—The Future of the Town.

RIDER HAGGARD AT ROME 


HOW THE GREAT STORY-TELLER BEGAN | 
WBITING AND FAILED. 


The Homes He Lives in and the Look of the 
Man—His Talk, Hig Manuscripts, and 
What He Has Been Paid for Them—The 
Ways and Work of a Great Novelist.

IDER HAGGARD has all

His manner its at 
once frank, earnest and unaffected; he is vis- 
ibly pleased with his success, but not over 
elated by it, and not at all oblivious to its pre- 
carious nature. The story of his short career 
is soon told. He was born at Bradenham Hall, 
Norfolk, in 186, and when only a youth of 18 
went out to Natal as private secretary to Sir 
Henry Butler. For two years he filled the 
office of Master of the High Court, in the 
Transvaal, and during the Zulu war was 
elected Lieutenant of the Pretoria Horse. He 
it was who read aloud in the Volksrael the 
proclamation declaring the Transvaal British 
territory; and he it was who, jumping upon 
the tabe at the close of the proclamation, 
drowned all dissentient voices in his ringing 
shout, Three cheers for the Queen!’’ It will 
thus be seen by what authority Mr. Haggard 
speaks on affairs at the Cape, and why he can 
afford to laugh at those captious critics who 
avow that his knowledge of Transvaal mat- 
ters is derived solely trom superficial reading.

Portiand, Ore., by express. On the day of the 
week that our courier or messenger was ex- 
pected back from Portiand, I would go out 
early in the morning to a commanding point 
above the post, from which I could see a long 
distance down the road as it ran through the 
valley of the Yamhill, and there I 
would watch with anxiety for his com- 
ing, longing for good news; for, isolated 


as I had been through years spentin the wil- 
derness, my patriotism was untainted by 
politics, nor bad it been disturbed by any 
discussion of the questions out of which the 
war grew, and I hoped for the success of the 
Government above ali considerations. I be- 
lieve I was aleo uninfluenced by any thoughts 
of the promotion that might result to me from 
the conflict, but out of a sincere desire to con- 
tribute as much as I could to the preservation 
of the Union, I earnestiy wished to be present 
atthe seat of war, and feared it might end 
beforelcouid get East. In no sense did I 
anticipate what was to bappen to me after- 
ward, northatI was to gain any distinction 
from it. I was ready to do my duty to the best 
of my ability wherever I might be called, and 
Iwas young, healthy, insensible to fatigue 
and desired opportunity, but high rank was 
do distant in our service that not a dream of 
its attainment had flitted through my brain.’’ 
THE CIVIL WAR. 

When we reach the story of the civil war it 
is soon easy to see the reasons for his popu- 
larity with his soldiers, for be always saved 
them whea and where he could a always 
went with them. He suffered hardships, as 
will beseen from bis account ofthe battle of 
Obicokamauga. ‘‘AtnightI lay down at the 
foot of a tree, with my saddie for ajpiliow and 
saddle-blanket for a cover. Some soldiers 
near me having builtafire were making cof- 
fee, and I guess I must have been looking on 
wistfully, for in a little while they brought me 
a tin cup full of coffe and a small piece of hard 
bread, which I relished keenly, it being the 
first food that had passed my lips since the 
night before. I was very tired, very hungry 
and much discouragedijby what bad taken place 
since morning. I had been obliged to fignt 
my command under the most disadvanta- 
geous circumstances, disconnected, without 
supports, without even opportunity to form 
in line of battle, and at one time contending 
against four divisions of theenemy. In this 
battle of Chickamauga out of the effective 
strength of 40,000 bayonets I hadjlost 15,017 of- 
ficers and men, inciudij~g two brigade com- 
mandeis. This was n setisfactory—indeed, 
it was most depressing—and then there was 
much confusion prevajling around Rossville, 
and this condition of things doubtiess in- 
creasing my gloomy reflections, it did not 
seem to me that the outlook for the next day 
was at all auspicious unless the enemy was 
slow to improve his present advantage. Ex- 
haustion soon quieted all forebodings, 
though, and 1 fell into a sound sleep from 
which I was not aroused till daylight.’’ 

In speaking of the battle of Lookout Mount- 
ain, he says: At first, with good glasses, 
we could plainly see Hooker’s troops driving 
the Confederates up the face of the mountain. 
All were soon lost to view in the dense timber, 
but emerged again on the open ground,across 
which the Confederates retreated at a livel 
pace, followed by the pursuing line, whic 
was led by a color-bearer, who, far in ad- 
vance, was bravely waving on his comrades. 
The gallantry of this man elicited much en- 
thusiasin among us all, but as he was a con- 
siderable distance ahead of his comrades I 
expected to eee his rashness punished at any 
moment by death or capture. He finally got 
quite near the retreating Oonfederates, when 
suddenly they made a dash at him; but he was 
fully alive to such a move and ran 
back, apparently uninjured, to his friends. 
About thie time a small squad of men reached 
the top of Lookout and — 1 the stars and 
strips on its very crest. Just then a cloud set- 
tled down on the mountainandaheavy bank 
of fog obscured the whole force. After the 
view was lost the > rattle of musketry 
continued some time, bu practically the fight 
had been won by Hooker's men, the enemy 
only holding on with a rear guard to assure 
his retreat across Chattanooga Valley to Mis- 
sionary Ridge. 

CALLED TO WASHINGTON. 

In speaking of his summons to Washington 
to take command of the cavalry corps of the 
Army of the Potomac, he says he was ‘‘stag- 
gered’’ both with surprise and the re- 
sponsibilities. He left hie old com- 
panions with regret, for he was goin 
among absolute strangers. His account o 
his interview with the Secretary of War can 
best be given in his own words. ‘‘Durin 
the ceremony of introduction 1 coul 
feel that Mr. Stanton'was eyeing me closely 
and searchingly, endeavoring to form some 
estimate of one a t whom he knew abso- 
lutely nothing, and whose career probably 
had never been called to his attention until 
Gen. Grant decided to order me East after my 
name had been suggested by Gen. Halleck in 
an interview the two Generals had with Mr. 
Lincoln. Iwas rather young in appearance— 
looking even under 
5 feet 5 inches in . 
almost to emaciation, weighi ag 
pounds, If I had ever possess any 
assertion in manner or speech it certainly 
vanished in the presence of the imperious See- 
retary, whose name at the time was the syno- 
nym of all that was cold and formal. I never 
learned what Mr. Stanton’s first impressions 
of me were, and bis guarded and rather caicu- 
lating manner @ at this time no intimations 
that they were either favorable or unfavor- 
able, but his vent commendation in after- 

ears indicated that I gained his goad will be- 

ore the close of the war, if not when 1 first 
came to his notice, and a more intimate asso- 
ciation convinced me thatthe cold and cruel 
characteristics popularly ascribed to him were 
more mythical than real. 


WINCHESTER. 

In speaking of his famous rideto Cedar 
Creek the narrative is somewhat extended as 
the facts warrant. The following account be-

I was 
sure the troops had confidence in me, for 
heretofore we had been successful; and as at 
other times they had seen me present at the 
slightest sign of trouble or distress, I felt that 
Iought to try now to restore their broken 
ranks, or, failing in that, to share their fate 
because of what they had done hitherto.’’ 
GRANT AND LEE. 

What he has to say of the two great opposing 
Generals cannot fail to be of interest. Of Gen. 
Grant he says: From the momen: he set our 
armies in motion simultaneousiy—in the 
spring of 1864—it could be seen that we should 
be victorious ultimately, for though on differ- 
ent lines we were checked now and then yet 
we were harrassing the Confederacy at so 
many vital points that plainly it must yield to 
our blows. Against Lee’s army, the forefront 
of the Confederacy, Grant pitted himself, and 
it may be said that the Confederate com- 
mander was now for the first time over- 
matched, for against all his devices—the prod- 
ucts of a mind fertile in defens rant 
brought to bear not only the wealth of 
expedient which had hitherto distinguished 
bim, but also an imperturbable tenacity, par- 
ticularly in the Wilderness and on the march 
to the James, without which the almost insur- 
mountable obstacies of the campaign could 
not have been overcome. During it and In 
the siege of Petersburg he met with many dis- 
appointments—on several occasions the 
shortcomings of Generals, when at the point 
of success, leading to wretched fallures. 
But so far as he was concerned, the only 
apparent effect of those discomfitures 
was to make him all the more deter- 
mined to discharge successfully the stu- 
82 trust committed to his care. and to 

ring into play the manifold resources of his 

well-ordered military mind. He guided every 
subordinate then, and in the last days of the 
rebeliion, with a tund of common sense and 
superiority of intellect which bave left an im- 
press so distinct as to exhibit his great per- 
sonality. Wheu bis military history is an- 
alyzed after the lapse of years, it will show 
even more clearly than now that during these 
as well as in his previous campaigns he was 
the steadfast center about and on which 
everything else turned.“ 
Ot the great soldier of the Confederacy he 
says: ‘‘About3o’clock inthe afternoon the 
terms of surrender were written out and ac- 
cepted, and Gen. Lee leftthe house, as he de- 
parted cordially shaking the hand of Gen. 
Grant. A moment later he mounted his 
chunky gray horse and, lifting his hat as he 
passed out of the yard, rode off toward his 
army, bis arrival there being announced to us 
by cheering, which as it progressed, varying 
in loudness, told he was riding through the 
bivouac of the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia. The surrender 

ractically ende the 

ebellion. For f years his army had 
been the mainstay of the Confederacy; and 
the marked ability with which he directed 
its operations is evidenced both by his fre- 
quent successes and the length of time he 
kept up the contest. Indeed, it may be said 
that till Gen. Grant was matched against him 
he never met an opponent he did not van- 
—— for while it is true that defeat was in- 

icted on the Confederates at Antietam and 
Gettysburg, yet the fruits of these victories 
were not gathered, for after each of these 
battles Lee was left unmolested till he had 
a chance to recuperate.’’ 


THE END. 

The closing chapters of the book are devoted 
to his experiences abroad, and are replete 
with interest, as will be known by ose 
who read the short sketch on the same 
topic in Scribner’s Magazine. As will 
be seen from the extracts given his language 
issimpleand he never overpraises himself. 
That in his frontier lite there were some little 
breaks when the hardships of life were not 
foremost will be Been by a little account of his 
Mexican life: ‘‘We generally danced in a 
long hall on a hard dirt floor. The girls sat 
on one side of the hall, chaperoned by their 
mothers or some old duennas, and the men on 
the other. When the music struck up each 
man asked the lady whom his eyes had 
aiready selected to dance with him, 
and it was not etiquette for her to re- 
fuse, no engagement being allowed before the 
music began. When the dance, which was 
enerally a long waltz, was over, he seated 
is partner and then went to a little counter 
at the end of the room and bought his dulcinea 
a plate of the candies and sweetmeats pro- 
vided. Sometimes she accepted them, but 
most generally pointed to her dvenna or chap- 
eron behind, who held up her apron and 
caught the refreshments as they were slid into 
it from the plate. The greatest decorum was 
maintained at these dances, primitively as 
they were conducted, and in a region so com- 
pletely cut off from the world their influence 
was undoubtedly beneficial to a considerable 
degree in softening the rough edges in a halt- 
breed population.

If boasting be the measure of emptiness, mod 
ern education has left the barrels of the mind 
empty in truth. Every pretentious nobody 
who dies has bis monograph, or his memoir, 
edited by admiring friends, and every small 
somebody whose name is known to the public 
publishes his, or her autobiography in de- 
tall from the cut of their pinaforesto the 
items of their menus, from their early rec- 
ollections of blackberries to their present 
affection for whitebait or oysters. 

The book market is flooded with personal 
memories; volume after volume comes from 
the press full of the deeds and opinions ot A, 
B, C, and all the rest of the alphabet coupled 
with Z’s declaration that before himself no 
letter of the alphabet counts for anything. 
There must be a public which cares to hear all 
the minutia of autobiograpbical or biographi- 
cal swaill talk, or these innumerable volumes 
would not be sold in numbers enough to pay 
the cost of their paper; but that such a public 
should exist is one of the most melancboly 
proofs of the futility of modern education. 
It is more melancholy still that there should 
be so many purveyors of the mushroom and 
toadstool literature. 

MOTIVES HARD ro FIND, 

The motives which gmpt a Talleyrand to 
leave the history of his checquered experi- 
ences and marvelous knowledge of mankind 
behind bim are easily to be understood, but 
the inclination which moves editors, authors, 
actors, artists, everybody who has made, in 


ever so slight a measure, a small celebrity for 
themselves to put into print all thelr own 
saying or doings and those of all other people 
who have the misfortune to be known to 
them ig not one either so inteiligible or so ex- 
cusable as Talleyrand’s. 

If the motive be to make money itis nota 
very wise method of making it, and if it be 
to gain additional notoriety the reason is not 
ota higher kind. in all probability the mo- 
tive is mixed and unanalyzed; the wish 
to use memories so as to make them pay being 
combined with that uneasy anxiety to be tnrust 
into public notice which ts the disease of the 
educated and uneducated classes alike, and 
which makes a sensational murderer of the H- 
literate man as it makes a social merry-An- 
drew of the cultured member of society. 

The well-known saying that ambition is the 
last infirmity of nobie minds means, contrary 
to the usual rendering of it, that personal am- 
bition is the last motive which shouid enter 
into the desires of a great mind todo great 
things; and, if personal ambition such as Na- 
poleon’s or Cmsar’s be condemned as un- 
worthy, into what depthé or petty egotism and 
pretentiousness must descend the ambition to 
be talked of which swells the breast of Puff 
and Froth and Cobweb? 

TO WRITE WELL 

is at least as rare as to excel in any other of 
the arts; yet hardiy any one has hesitation at 
rushing into print with what he writes. If a 
pretty woman leads fashion, if a successful 
soldier gets a peerage, if a popular actor is 
asked for an essay, if a minister is invited to 
contribute to a monty review, no one of 
them ever doubts bis or her ability to fulfill 
the conditions to perfection. And yet, con- 
sidering howfew educated persone write an 
ordinary letter without some mistake of style 
init, if not of syntax, it may be deemed 
astonishing that some doubts donot assail 
them of their own powers in this new leid. 

It is true that if they confine themselves 
strictly to treating of that which they thor- 
oughiy know the expression got their minds 
will bave that value and inverest which at- 
tach to real knowledge and individual ex- 
perience; but as ‘‘writing,’’ as regards style, 
composition or elegance of language, their 
productions will surely not enhunce the repu- 
tation which they have gained in other ways, 
though it will panderitothe popular desire 
for peeing Caesar in cap and beils, and Cato 

laying in cricket fixnnels, Lals leetur- 
ng on sick nursing or begiology, and the 
nother of the Gracchi sketching ‘‘naughty 
people’’ whom she meets. The spectacle 
is droll and one wholly modern, and all 
prominent persons contribute to it, ap- 
parentiy wholiy untroubled by any doubts 
as to their oon wisdom in doing so. It is a 
digease which the facilities for procurin« 
newspapers and books has developed to an 
niarming extent; and it exhibits the morbid 
restiessness, the exaggerated self-concentra- 
tion and the incapability of correctly measur- 
ing the importance of things und events, 
which are the characteristics of all forms of 
mental disease. 

THE CACCOETHES SCRIBENDI 

has long been known to bea fever and sick- 
ness ot feeble minds; but never did it reach 
such proportions as now when the 
cheapness of print and of paper all the world 
over, and the ever critical condition of the 
public intelligence, give it scope for develop- 
ment to an immeasurable degree. In the last 
century if memoirs had not possessed the ex- 
cellencies of a particular style as well as ofa 
strong bistorica!l interest, it would have been 
useless topubiish them. But in these days 
style in literature is scarcely at all under- 
stood by readers, is neither appreciated or 
deman „ an therefore he most 
feeble, ungrammatical, or involved phrasing 
passes unperceived, or if reelved, unocon- 
demned by the great majority of persons. 1 
have no prete nsto literary style’’ is a fa- 
vorite opening sentence with amateur autobi-
